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(Continued .) 

The portions of the wood that have 
been exposed to the greatest degree of heat show 
much differently beneath the microscope than 
those from other portions of the digester. At 
the point where the two forces seemed to have 
met, as shown by the thermometer and meas- 
urement of my small digester,the wood was only 
slightly discolored, but the fibre was all gone, 
the sample possessing no tenacity whatever, 
not even sufficient to bear its own weight, 
but under the microscope it appeared as per- 
fectly regular crystals formed of cellular tis- 
sue. It appeared from the physical ap- 
pearance of the sample as if some strange 
influence had been at work, forming twelve- 
sided crystals from what appeared to be an 
aggregated mass of irregularly-shaped cells. 
Referring to the chemical feature of the sub- 
ject it was found that no change in formation 
had really ensued, but the heat—super-heat, if 
you please—volatilized certain elements latent 
in the vegetable tissue, leaving the crystals, or 
rather the actual form of the cellular structure 
as it really existed. It was found that the en- 
tire resinous series of matter had been re- 
moved and that the fibre proper had been de- 
prived of all of its power of cohesion and ad- 
hesion. 


foregoing test go for aught, we are told in a 
very forcible manner that too much heat is 
death to the strength of the fibre. Second, it 
has been proven, and can be easily shown 
again, that—other opinions to the contrary 
notwithstanding—within the digester, as di- 
gesters are now without exception constructed 
(at least in so far as my knowledge extends), 
and regardless of all painstaking in the regu- 
lation of heat, the mass will show different 
temperatures. This is demonstrated by the 
charred appearance of certain portions, how- 
ever small and minute, in every ‘‘ blow-off.” 
There can be only one cause for this, and it 
cannot, with sound argument be attributed to 
the acid solution, for, as has been prover 
and shown, this solution, made as a solution, 
with no precipitate or extraneous matter at 
all, cannot be alteted one jot or tittle without 
the advent of air, and it is by no means an 
easy job even then. Of course, it can be 
weakened with water, but properly combined 
a single drop of water added will instantly 
affect each drop, and one will show the same 
proportion of dilution precisely as another. 
Black chips show too much heat, nothing 
more, nothing less. Again, experience has 
shown that when we have black chips we have 
hard ones. 

I know I must be tedious to many, but if 
this subject is to be understood as it should 
and must be before the process can be safely 
called successfully completed, we must all 
delve for bottom facts alone. One great and 
important point in these partial failures, thus 
far ; we have all jumped at conclusions and we 
have taken too much for granted. There is 
no such thing as assuming a comparative 
standard of excellence in this matter ; certain 
evidences exist and they are to be deduced. 

Going back a step in the growth of the tree, 
cottonwood and all others, these cells, bladder- 
like in appearance to the unaided eye, merely 
multiply in number by the division of each 
cell into two ; hence the chip is composed of 


countless multitudes of these cells, and the’ 


smaller they are the thinner the sac-like coat- 
ing of resinous matter and the easier to dis- 
integrate, and therefore the better for pulp 
making. There are only two things in the 
growth of the tree—the expansion and division 
of its cells. I have measured the size of these 
cells in some woods used for pulp making, 
with the following results : 
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Practically, I have used all of these woods 
in the manufacture of pulp as a commercial 
article, and find those having the smaller cells 


sthrough between the rollers and an 


the best for pulp. Persons who have had a 
like experience will corroborate this ; at least 
this has been the experience of all from whom 
I have heard thus far. 

The reason for this as a criterion to esti- 
mate the value of wood I have not been able 
to ascertain to my satisfaction, but one—seem- 
ingly a good reason—is that, when these cells 
are small and irregular, the interstices are 
filled with substances essential to cohesion, 
while larger cells—the space being more open 
—are filled with air to a certain extent and 
have become changed on the surfaces, render- 
ing the process of absorbing and disintegra- 
tion more difficult, expensive and slow. This 
theory is well exemplified with a small magni- 
fier placed over a bleached papyrus stem, sec- 
tion of flax, cotton, &c. 

Why these cells change shape apparently 
when exposed to these two forces, of which I 
have spoken, has, doubt- 
less, been surmised by 
many. It will/be noticed 
that the burnt pulp, or 
chip, has twelve sides, the 
natural ones only eight. 
By examining the cross- 
section, or section cut in 
any way, for that matter, 
the natural figure of the 
cell is globular. If we 
place a pile of balls— 
marbles, for instance—to- 
gether, it will be noticed 
that each one in the inte- 
rior I . 


if these balls were made ~ 
of some plastic material 
and pressure applied, the 
inner ones would be 
twelve-sided. So with 
our cells. Having been 
subjected to this pres- 
sure and heat, they are 
pressed into shape; the elements of plas- 
ticity being eliminated, the cells remain. 

It is seen, therefore, that the less heat we 
use in the process, the tougher and whiter the 
pulp will be. To prove this I will give a very 
humble test. Place a toothpick in the mouth 
and chew violently, with the mouth closed, 
and whenit is thoroughly chewed up place it 
in a tumbler ; now do the same with another, 
keeping the mouth open as much as possible, 
noticing the difference when viewed with the 
microscope. 
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Applying Colors to Paper, Xc. 





A machine for varnishing or sizing 
paper and other fabrics preparatory to decora- 
tion and for depositing and fixing dry colors 
thereon, either singly or in combination, or on 
fabrics having a pattern or design, has been 
patented. 


A suitable frame supports the various parts 
of the machine, and a ductor of ordinary con- 
struction is used for receiving the varnish or 
size to be applied to the ‘paper, which at the 
commencement of the operation is conducted 
or guided through the machine by a gripper. 
From this ductor a continuous supply of size 
or varnish is communicated by means of a 
ductor-roller to a series of flexible distripu- 
ting-rollers, which spread the size or varnish 
evenly over the surface of the paper, which is 
caused to pass beneath them and over a corre- 
sponding number of clean iron or brass rollers 
traveling at a like speed, whose function is to 
impart pressure to the paper. This arrange- 
ment secures a perfectly uniform deposit of the 
size or varnish over the whole upper surface 
of the paper, and prevents sliding or skidding 
of the flexible distributing-rollers while work- 
ing, which otherwise would result if the ma- 
terial being operated upon were dragged 
inert 
table.’ The under rollers are each geared 
independently, and communicate their speed 
to the upper rollers, so that both sets of rollers 
act as mutual impellers of the paper. The 
upper or flexible distributing-rollers are made 
to lift clear of the lower rollers by well-known 
mechanism attached to printing and litho- 
graphing machines, in order to allow the grip- 
per to pass, and dre dropped into gear succes- 
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sively as the end of the gripper passes from 
under each roller. 

Immediately on leaving the rollers the paper 
passes under a suitably-geared fluted roller 
revolving in a pan or receptacle, which con- 
tains dry color or colors reduced to an impalp- 
able powder. This pan is open in tront, and 
is provided with a lip, which incloses abopt 
one-third of the fluted roller on the delivery 
side. In the revolution of this roller the ftlut- 
ings catch up the color or colors and throw it 
or them from the slightly overhanging portion 
of the roller. This color falls clear of the lip 
of the pan in a thin continuous stream upon 
the varnished or sized surface of the paper. 
The flutings on the roller being on the prin- 
ciple of an inclined plane, the color falls out 
of each fluting before it reaches the centre of 
the diameter of the roller. From this fluted 
roller the paper then i over a table and

under two or more brushes, which have a swift 
to-and-fro motion across the machine imparted 
to them through suitable gearing, so that the 
whole of the varnished or sized surface be- 
comes fully charged with the dry color or 
colors, which, with that object in view, is 
supplied by the fluted roller slightly in excess 
of what the varnish or size can take up. The 
paper passes under a revolving spiral brush 
(or brushes), provided with a cover, which 
sweeps the excess color into a receptacle to 
one side of the machine. Thence the paper 
passes under pads covered with plush, having 
a swift to-and-fro motion imparted to them by 
suitable means. These pads assist the setting 
or hardening of the combined varnish and 
color or colors and produce a permanent 
gloss upon the now finished manufactured 
article. The paper thus treated is quite dry 
enough to be handled and rolled up. A cut- 
ter working through a slot in the table, upon a 
roller mounted beneath the table, may be em- 
ployed to cut the paper into convenient widths 
before it passes finally from the machine to the 
receiving-roll, upon which it is wound. Any 
number of sets of cutters and rollers may, 
however, be employed, according to the 
widths of fabric required to be cut. 

Tension-rollers are employed for drawing 
the paper through the machine after it has 
been decorated. 

The gripper referred to is for the purpose of 
drawing the paper, after it has been placed 
therein by hand, between the rollers and 
through the machine, until it reaches the end 
of the table, where it is cut off by the attend- 
ant and removed until again required. The 
end of the paper is then conducted by the at- 
tendant to the winding-up roller. This grip- 
per consists of two portions forming inclined 
planes, so constructed as to form jaws, and 
close upon each other. The portions are 
connected together by hooks or by springs 
or other suitable means. At the sides of these 
inclined portions are fixed catches or claws, 
which take over or onto studs or buttons fixed 
on pitch-chains. These pitch-chains travel 
over pitch-wheels, mounted on the axis of the 
under rollers, and are actuated by a pulley, 
which is mounted on the axis of the lower 
tension-roller, These pitch-chains and their 
wheels may thus be used to drive the entire 
series of rollers, together with the fluted roller 
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and the revolving-brush, and by suitable cam 
or other attachments on these chains lateral 
motion may be imparted to the brushes and 


pads. 





Apparatus for the Preparation 
of Half-Stuff. 


The apparatus illustrated has been de- 
vised for the purpose of treating spent tan, in 
combination with spent hops and flax or hemp 
waste for conversion into half-stuff, its use in 
connection with other fibres being suggested. 

It consists, as shown in Figure 1, of a ro- 
tating cylinder through which passes a hollow 
metal spindle with heaters thereon, the spindle 
being sufficiently perforated to allow the steam 
to pass through the perforations into the cyl- 
inder. 

The cylinder marked A is mounted on stand- 
ards B B, so as to be 
capable of being te- 
volved in one direction 
by the toothed wheel X, 
while the beaters C C C 
are driven in the opposite 
direction at a much great- 
er speed by the gearing 
Y... te a - ©.” on 
which the beaters C are 
fixed, is a tube of brass or 
metal which will not rust 
from moisture or alkali, 
and through this tube 

is introduced to the 
through the holes 
cece. The materials to 
be washed are introduced 
to the cylinder through 
the man-hole D, the cover 
of which must be removed 
for the purpose. The 
steam may be let out 
from the cylinder through 
the taps E E, and the water 
produced by condensation of the steam by the 
tap F. This cylinder is preferably made of 
wood, strongly bound and hooped. After the 
materials have been sufficiently cleansed they 
are removed from the cylinder of this machine, 
and the water or moisture is pressed out of 
them by hydraulic press or other suitable 
means, and the tan is then crushed between 
rollers, one of which may be smooth and the 
other slightly corrugated, or both smooth, and 
of unequal diameter, so as to work at different 
speeds, and to give a rubbing action to open 
up the fibres. 

The materials thus treated are then separately 
steamed in a revolving cylinder, constructed 
as shown in Fig. 1 and having therein a solu- 
tion of about twenty-eight pounds of caustic 
soda dissolved in twelve gallons of hot wa- 
ter for each ton of spent tan, hemp, flax, jute, 
manilla or esparto grass, and for spent hops 
about twenty-eight pounds of soda ash dis- 
solved in twelve gallons of hot water for each 
ton of the spent hops. The materials are kept 
under treatment with the chemicals named un- 
til the fibres are completely opened up, which 
takes place on an average of from one to two 
hours, according to the quality and nature of 
the fibrous materials in the course of treat- 
ment. The proportions of tan, spent hops, 
and hemp, flax, jute, manilla, esparto grass, 
or suitable vegetable fibre will depend on the 
kind of half-stuff required ; but generally the 
inventor uses one part of spent tan, by weight, 
to one part of spent hops, by weight, and two 
parts of fibres of hemp, flax, jute, manilla, 
esparto grass or any other vegetable fibre 
known to be suitable for making half-stuff, by 
weight. 

For spent tan and for hemp, flax or other 
such fibres, caustic soda is employed and 
for the spent hops soda ash. 

The object of using the apparatus at separate 
times for steaming, or otherwise treating, is to 
prevent as far as practicable the coloring- 
matter from either of the substances staining 
or discoloring the others. 

It has been found difficult to remove or get 
rid of the knots or hard substances in the spent 
tan, and to effect that object the tan, after it 
has been treated as stated, is put into a rotary 
cylindrical wire sieve having meshes of about 
half an inch in diameter, driven rapidly by 
steam or other motive power, and a spindle 










through it with arms or beaters thereon to re- 
move or crush the knots and hard substances. 
This revolving sieve is about eight feet long, 
and about two feet six inches in diameter, 
on suitable standards; but the capacity will 
of course be according to the quantities 
required to be operated on. Such an appara- 
tus is represented in Fig. 2. After the tan has 
been removed from this sieve and again 
washed and drained, it is put with the hops 
and hemps, flax, jute, manilla, esparto grass, 
or other fibres which have been treated, into 
a revolving cylinder called a ‘‘ mixer,” with 
arms or beaters on a spindle therein to mix 
and combine the substances. The apparatus 
shown in Fig. 1 can be used for the purpose 
without using the appliances for introducing 
steam to the cylinder, 





Water-Wheel Toes. 





Any hard wood that is found in our 
forests will answer for this purpose, provided 
the end of the grain is presented to the wear 
of the step of the wheel and the wooden toe 
has been thoroughly permeated with tallow. 
This latter is the important matter in having a 
toe endure. Some woods require a very much 
longer time than others to absorb the tallow. 
The denser the wood the longer the time re- 
quired. In our own practice we use a wood 
found in our neighborhood, known as gum, and 
of which we use both the butts and the branches. 
This wood we rough out into the 
quired for the toes, and then 
iron vessels filled with tallow. This tallow is 
kept melted by being placed over our boiler. 
Here they stay for weeks and become 
thoroughly impregnated with the tallow. 

We have known these toes prepared in this 
way out of gum-wood to last for twenty-five 
years, and only a short time ago received an 
order for a new step from a gentleman who 
stated that he ‘‘ wanted one like the last he 
got, which he had used constantly every day 
for the past twenty-five years.” The whole 
secret is in getting the wood well saturated 
with tallow, and this cannot be well done by a 
few hours’ boiling or a few days’ soaking, but 
takes weeks. How well gum toes prepared in 
this way last can be inferred from the fact that 
the firm, of which I am a member, has been 
making water-wheels of various kinds for 
thirty years, and in all that time has never had 
any complaints from its customers in the 
matter of toes wearing out. 

After a few weeks’ use of these gum steps 
their surface becomes extremely hard and as 
black as a piece of ebony. I should say,perhaps, 
that in order for the toe not to burn out it is 
necessary that it should be at all times under 
water. Many toes are burned out in wheels 
set above tail-water and using a draft tube, 
because the tube not being absolutely air-tight 
the water fails to rise far enough to submerge 
the toe. The only remedy for this evil is to 
put a basin around the toe to catch enough 
water to cover it, or to make the leaky tube 
tight.—W. H. Ridgeway. 
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Static Pressure of Water. 
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A convenient and easily remembered 
method for approximating the pressure of 
water is to allow one-half pound pressure per 
square inch for each foot of head, the pressure 
at any point being directly as the perpendicu- 
lar depth below the level of the surface. 

The following table will save much loss and 
inconvenience in laying pipes of the required 
strength according to the pressure, saving 
bursting, taking up and laying down others, 
through the want of a proper knowledge of 
the static pressure in vall cases a. square inch :

The report says that the reduction, 
which will be about $24,000,000, will come 
within the surplus, estimating for the present 
fiscal year receipts over $335,000,000 and ex- 
penditures about $305,000,000. The report 
further says that the duties intended to be re- 
moved by the bill are chiefly those which tax 
articles used by our own manufacturers, and 
subject them to a hopeless competition at 
home and abroad with manufacturing nations 
none of which tax such materials, and that 
the change will permit our own manufacturers 
to successfully compete with the manufacturers 
of countries which do not tax such materials, 
thus securing markets for the products of 
hands now idle for the want of work to do. 
Some of the materials upon which great in- 
dustries are built, such as salt, hemp, wool 
and wood, are placed on the free list. In the 
past twenty years we have obtained from the 
tax on imported wood an amount estimated at 
less than $20,000,000 to encourage felling our 
trees and destroying our forests. In a shorter 
period we have given more than 35,000,000 
acres of land in bounty to encourage the 
planting of other trees. With reference to the 
matter of wool, the report shows that the 
price of wool, which has been downward for 
many years, declined when the tax was high- 
est and when protection greatest. Wool- 
growers state that the market price of wool is 
not three-fourths of the actual cost of produc- 
tion, and that with the present protective rate 
of 10 cents per pound the price is still 10 cents 
below the price at which it can be profitably 
grown in the wool-growing States of Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. Considering these facts, the 
report argues that the attempt to make wool- 
growing profitable by taxation has not been 
a success, while the tax has been a great hind 
rance to the wool manufacturing industry, as 
well as a grievous burden upon all buyers of 
woolen clothing. 


In conclusion the majority report says: 
‘** With the still existing high, if not unwarrant- 
able, scale of current ordinary expenditure, 
and the one-half of the money obligations of 
the late civil war yet to be paid, a high rate of 
taxation must be long maintained, and in sub- 
mitting the proposed bill. affecting the cost of 
shelter, of part of the food, and ofall of the 
clothing of the people, it has been the effort of 
your committee to adopt such rates of taxation 
as will be permanent, and as will only need to 
be disturbed by unforeseen national emergency, 
and at the same time to exempt necessary 
articles from taxation, and thereby promote 
domestic industries.” 

The minority report, which was prepared by

The bill will cause long and fierce debate, and 
in all probability will fail to pass. Already 
about forty members have signified a desire 
to be heard on the subject. 

Last Monday Mr. Morrison, from the Com- 
mittee on Rules, introduced a resolution bear- 
ing upon the labor question which, after some 
debate, was passed. It provides for the ap- 
pointment of a select committee of seven mem- 
bers, to be appointed by the Speaker, to inves- 
tigate the causes and extent of the disturbed 
conditions now existing in the relations be- 
tween railroad corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce and their employees in the 
States of Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas 
and Texas. The committee shall have power 
to send for persons and papers, to sit during 
the sessions of the House, and at such places 
in those States as may be necessary in order 
to facilitate the investigation. It shall report 
during the present session, with such recom- 
mendations as it may deem proper to make. 
Mr. Morrison said that the bill which had re- 
cently passed the House, known as the Arbi- 
tration bill, was inadequate in its provisions. 
The object of the pending resolution was to 
enable Congress to learn the facts of the case, 
so that it might perfect its legislation. 


Tie Senate and the House committees both 


having reported favorably the bills introduced 
by Mr. James in the House and Mr. Evarts in 
the Senate, looking to the abolition of the tax 
on drummers, it is expected that the tax on 
commercial travelers in this district will be 
taken away. The bill will be passed if it can 
only obtain a hearing and a vote. This sub- 
ject has been before the House Committee on 
Commerce since last January, and at intervals 
Washington merchants have appeared before 
Committees by petition protesting against the 
passage of the bill. The Senate committee 
has also been engaged in hearing the matter 
explained in various ways by those who are in 
favor of the measure. A week or two ago a 
strongly written petition was presented by the 
Travelers’ Protective Association of New York 
city favoring the abolition of the tax. Against 
this measure sticklers for the rights of States 
and the sacredness of the Constitution will 
interpose objections. They will say that Con- 
gress has no right to interfere with the power 
of States to impose taxes. It will be in viola- 
tion of the Constitution to attempt to regulate 
the matter of a tax in States.

The Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
states that the increase in the Post-Office 
revenues for the nine months ended with 
March, excluding postage on segond-class 
matter, was $924,445, or 8.2 per cent.

Causticizing 8 Soda Ash.

Ans.—We cannot answer for a// hang- 
ing mills, but we assume that most of 
them—if not all—do. The quantity of 
lime used to causticize 100 pounds soda 
ash is nominally 43 pounds, but when the 


lime is neither pure nor perfectly caustic, | 


as usually is the case, this proportion is 
increased to 60 pounds at least, and gener- 
ally to 100 pounds, or, in other words, 
pound for pound. Some people use even 
more lime.—[ED.

Fifteen minutes after the machinery was 
started in the finishing department of the Hol- 
yoke Paper Company’s Mill, Holyoke, Mass., 
yn Saturday evening last, fire broke out under 
the first calender at the east end of the room. It 
yurned a large hole in the finishing-room floor, 
spread to the paper on the tables and trucks, 
hrough the walls and ceiling to the loft on the 
hird floor, where it made havoc with the pa- 
There were thir- 
een calenders in the finishing-room. The 
shilled iron rolls are all badly blackened and 
will have to be sentto the machine-shop. The 
edges of the large piles of paper were charred, 
and the paper in the loft was reduced to cin- 
ders. The automatic sprinklers did good 
service in preventing a spread of the fire. The 
finished yoods in the packing, jogging, ruling 
and store rooms were more or less damaged 
by smoke and water. The manufacturing de- 
partment is separated from the finishing-room 
by fire walls and tin-covered doors, which 
kept the fire from that part of the mill. The 
mill contained 350 tons of finished paper, in- 
cluding that in the loft, which isa much larger 
stock than the company generally carried, for 
the reason that it was contemplating making 
some changes in the engine-room that would 
necessitate shutting-down for a time. The 
manufacturing department will be shut down 
for a week and the finishing-room for two 
weeks. Thomas Howard, the night watoh- 
man, who had been in the employ of the com- 
pany, was smothered to death on the second 
floor. The total damage is about $50,000, 
covered by an insurance of $325,000 in the 
Manufacturers’ Mutual, of Boston. It is said 
that Carter, Rice & Co., of Boston, will prob- 
ably buy all of the paper left in the mill.

quality of paper could be manufactured at a | 
greatly reduced price. 

In view of these and other representations, | 
it is alleged that William Gilbert was induced to | 
enter into a copartnership with Whiting, Mr. | 
Gilbert to furnish as his part of the capital 
$15,000 and Mr. Whiting $5,000, and also to | 
act as superintendent of the business at a sal- 
ary of $2,500 per annum. In pursuance of 
the agreement water power was leased and | 
buildings were erected and the business has 
continued ever since. The complaint of Gil- | 
bert alleges that he has put into the business 
in money $31,548.66, besides endorsing the 
firm's paper to the extent of $12,000, and that | 
he has drawn nothing out; besides, that he 
has become liable for other debts of the firm, | 
and that the concern is liable to him for the | 
sum of $46,947 and upward, and that Whiting 
has drawn out of the business $6,388.62 and | 

as put in a little over $3,000. 

Why the partnership should be dissolved 
and an accounting rendered, the complaint al- 
leges that Whiting has neglected to attend to 
the business as a superintendent should, and 
devoted a large portion of his time to private 
affairs, and in attending to the duties of the 
office of mayor of the city of Neenah for the 
past two years; that he has employed his 
nephew at the mill and paid him more than 
going wages, and the nephew is wholly in- 
competent and unfit to perform the work as- 
signed him; that the machinery has been 
grossly neglected during the partnership and 
deteriorated in consequence, and that Whiting 
is not able or competent to run the mill and 
carry on the business of paper-making success- 
fully. 

The complaint alleges further that the ca- 
pacity of the mill is 8,000 pounds of paper per 
day, but that, owing to Whiting’s carelessness 
and misconduct during the month of January, 
it has produced on an average only about 
5,400 pounds daily ; that Whiting has tried to 
hide the condition of the business, and tried to 
make Gilbert believe that business was flour- 
ishing ; that Whiting has placed large sums of 
money to his credit which he is not entitled to 
and that the books do not show the true con- 
dition of the firm’s business ; that Whiting has 
employed men to work for him personally and 
paid them out of the firm’s money ; that 
Whiting’s services have been injurious to the 
firm’s business to the extent of $5,000 per year 
and that the firm is losing money. The plain- 
tiff prays for a dissolution of partnership and 
an accounting be ordered, the debts paid, and 
judgment be entered in favor of Gilbert in the 
sum of $50,000. 

Mr. Whiting’s answer sets forth a denial of 
all of the material allegations made by Mr. 
Gilbert and says that in or about the ist of 
October, 1882, defendant had put into the 
business $3,222.05, aside from earned salary 
not drawn, and about January 1, 1883, de- 
fendant put in $1,272.78, and that on January 
1, 1886, the whole amount drawn upon his sal- 
ary was $6,221.87, and that previous to the 1st 
of January, 1885, the firm drew upon the firm 
of William Gilbert & Co., or plaintiff, for di- 
vers amounts, which drafts were not met and 
paid by said firm. All allegations are denied, 
excepting those relating to the joint capital of 
defendant and plaintiff being used to preserve 
the .manufacturing establishment; that the 
defendant was to ‘give his individual time and 
attention to the business and receive $2,500 
per year salary; excepting, also, the allega- 
tion referring to the number of men em- 
ployed and the management thereof, to the 
defendant being asked to resign and refusing 


i 
to do so and to accede to a dissolution. 





The defendant further alleges that the firm 
built a paper mill at the cost of about $60, 354. 
That the members of the firm put in stock 
as follows : Plaintiff, $31,548.60; defendant, 
$5,169.05, and the latter has $3,213 in the 
business of salary not drawn, and the plaintiff 
has drawn out $10,553.97, and that the plain- 
tiff’s son has drawn $1,500 per year since 
August 1, 1882, as bookkeeper, and has full 
knowledge of all business and financial trans- 
actions of the firm. And that at the request 
of plaintiff the firm was supplied with rags by 
William Gilbert & Co., of Chicago, dealers in 
rags. The defendant alleges that the rags 
were of a poor quality, to the detriment of the 
business, and he further claims upon in- 
formation and belief that William Gilbert 
& Co. charged more than a fair market 
price; that the business actions of de- 
fendant were acceptable to plaintuff and 
approved in complimentary terms unti] Janu- 
ary 27, 1886, and since then the plaintiff 
has found fault with the defendant's manage- 
ment and attempted to embarrass defendant in 
the management of the business and discredit 
its financial standing and credit and force 
Whiting from the business, and defendant 
alleges that such acts and conduct are used as 
a pretext to cheat, wrongfully force him out of 
said firm at a great loss and sacrifice, to the 
gain of the plaintiff. The assets, aside from 
the mill property, are about as follows: Bills 
receivable, accounts accrued, cash on hand, 
$10,000; stock raw materials, estimated, 
$8,000 ; manufactured stock, estimated, $3,- 
000 to $21,000; mill property, in the opinion 
of the defendant, is worth $80,000,

After spending the greater part of the 
day in looking up trade items and finding 
nothing, I hasten to write them up. 

So far as news is concerned, that is, news 
that is new, there is none.

cers elected. Hon. A. H. Rice, of Rice, 
Kendall & Co., will preside. A very large 
representation of the paper trade is expected 
to be present, as matters of interest are to be 
presented. 

Business among paper dealers is reported 
very fair, a good volume of printing paper 
being daily called for. Pulsifer, Jordan & 
Pfaff are having a good brisk trade, as are 
Carter, Rice & Co. and Rice, Kendall & Co, 

Carter, Rice & Co. have just made some 
pretty large purchases of paper from the two 
Holyoke mills which were damaged by fire re- 
cently. That part of the stock which the 
Albion Paper Company had stored in its fin- 
ishing-room, some fifty to seventy-five tons of 
book paper, was part of the purchase. The 
company, desiring the room occupied by this 
paper, in order to make repairs, closed out the 
whole lot to Carter, Rice & Co. The quantity 
bought from the Holyoke Paper Company was 
about 350 tons, all writing-papers, the greater 
part of which is reported to be not damaged by 
the fire. Two or three other parties bid for 
these lots, but from the figures offered it was 
inferred that the bidders wanted to get rich all 
at-once. The amount of these purchases in 
dollars is put between forty and fifty thousand, 
and Carter, Rice & Co. paid the cash. 

The usual Tuesday hearing before the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Boston Common Coun- 
cil on ‘‘ rag disinfecting’ was postponed until 
Thursday of this week. 

Among paper-stock dealers there is a kind 
of a ‘‘tired feeling.” They don’t complain 
exactly, because they don’t seem to have nerve 
enough left to complain. Nothing seems to 
be left to the paper-stock business but the bot- 
tom and they are quietly waiting to see that 
drop out. Just what the reason is for the dull- 
ness of the paper-stock market none are able 
to say, but all admit that paper makers are not 
buying. 

In the chemical market there is very little 
change from week to week, but trade in chem- 
icals is not so depressed as in the paper-stock 
business. 

Bleaching powders are in moderate jobbing 
demand and in fair supply, quotations being 
1.52%c. to 1.55c. Caustic soda is quoted at 
2.50c. to 2.52%c. for 60 per cent., with small 
stocks on hand and demand light. Soda ash 
is quoted at 1.32%c. to 1¥ec. as per brand, 
and in moderate demand, with light spot sup- 
ply. The Brunner Mond brand is in good de- 
mand at quotations ranging within the figures 
just quoted. Soda crystals are in small sup- 
ply, but arrivals are reported near at hand. 
The demand is light, quotations being from 
92%c. to gsc. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date include 681 casks of bleaching powders, 
706 casks of soda ash, 359 barrels and 50 kegs 
of soda crystals. 

The receipts of paper stock for the same 
time comprise 186 bales of rags, 598 bales of 
paper stock, 443 bales of paper waste, Ig! 
bales of cotton waste, 336 bales of old bagging, 
and 257 coils old rope. 


Of miscellaneous imports the receipts in- 
clude 10,115 bales of jute cuttings, 92 bags of 
hide cuttings, 379 casks of china and 36 casks 
‘Southern clay, and 169 barrels of rosin ; 1,873 
bundles of wood pulp were also received by 
Train, Smith & Co.

| dition of local business since my last letter, 
but all of the mills are doing their best to fill 


| their increasing orders, and the machines are | 


pushed to their full capacity. It seems as if 
Holyoke must be sending out more paper to- 
day than she has for twelve months, as I know 
of no mills where business is dull, and no 
finished goods are accumulating in the store- 
houses. The manufacturers say that their 
| Western trade keeps up well notwithstanding 
the numerous strikes, and some very good 
orders have come from that section lately. 
The Chicago trade especially is very good and 
St. Louis is heard from now and then. I 
talked with one manufacturer yesterday who is 
interested in three local mills and he says that 
| orders are gaining in each, with every prospect 
| of keeping on in the same way. At the office 
| of one of the mills I met the president and 
treasurer of a Hartford paper company and 
they said that their mill is full of orders, with 
| enough on hand to last for sometime. That 
business is in a healthy condition as far as 
volume is concerned is undisputed, but prices 
remain unimproved. Some of the manufac- 
turers think that if business continues to im- 
prove as it has in the past few months they 
will have to advance the price. Paper should 
be selling to-day for one-half a cent a pound 
more than it brings in order to give the pro- 
ducer a fair margin for profit. The present is 
as good a time to place orders as will be found, 
and dealers who are waiting for something to 
‘*turn up” will do well to buy now, as there is 
no prospect of lower prices in any line of pro- 





duction. The sales of stock are very limited, 
but notwithstanding this we always have the 
drummers with us, and I encountered three in 
one place yesterday, each having a hungry 
look on his face. The mills are not as well 
stocked with rags as they were a year ago, but 
the supply is fairly well maintained, and small 
lots at advantageous prices can generally find 
buyers. The importation of foreign rags 





seems to be very light just now and the dispo- 
sition to buy is proportionately limited. 

We have had another serious paper mill fire 
since my last letter to THE JouRNAL. Hardly 
had the debris of the fire at the Albion Paper 
Mill, which occured on the 5th, been fairly 
cleared away, when the Holyoke Paper Mill 
was badly damaged on the following Saturday 
night. The fire was discovered just before 
eleven P. M., and it originated in the finishing- 
room under the first calender at the Main 
street end of the mill. It is supposed that the 
fire was caused by friction, as the machinery in 
the finishing-room was started up about twenty 
minutes before the fire was discovered. A large 
hole was burned through the floor, the flames 
worked their way to the repair shop under- 
neath and to the loft above, scorching the 
wood work in these rooms and damaging the 
paper badly. The finishing-room has fourteen 
calenders and the rolls of each were badly 
blackened by smoke, each having to be planed 
afterward. The paper on the trucks and cut- 
ting tables was charred on the edges and that 
which was hanging on poles in the loft was 
burned and smoked very badly. Had it not 
been for the automatic sprinklers, the-loss on 
the third floor would have been much greater. 
The paper in the packing, ruling, store and 
other rooms was more or less damaged by 
smoke and water, and thirty tons stored on 
the lower floor in cases were more or less wet. 
The mill contained 350 tons of finished paper, 
a much larger stock than usual, as the com- 
pany had been accumulating goods in aaticipa- 
tion of a shut-down soon while some improve- 
ments were being made in the engine-room. 

Mr. Greenleaf thinks that the loss will reach 
$50,000, which is covered by $325,000 of in- 
surance in the Manufacturers’ Mutual Union 
Company of Boston. The fire will throw 
seventy-five hands out of employment in the 

finishing-room during the shut-down of two 
weeks. The brick fire walls and tin-covered 
doors kept the fire from spreading to the man- 
ufacturing department and there has been very 
little loss of time there. The saddest feature 


| of the fire was the death of Thomas Howard, | 


the faithful old night watchman, who had been 
employed by the company for seventeen 
years. He was fifty years old, and he leaves

known just how Howard met his death, but it 
is supposed that he had just started on one of 
his hourly rounds, as none of his pins had 
| been driven, and coming from the packing to 
the finishing room he had discovered the fire, 
| which he attempted to put out. 
| it was gaining on him he attempted to leave 
the room, but missed the door, and while try- 
ing to find it he was overcome by the smoke 
| and was smothered. The body was found 
after the flames had been subdued, lying near 
the elevator, the hands and face blistered and 
| the hair and whiskers singed. Mr. Howard 
was an efficient man, who had the confidence of 
| his employers, and his sad death isa terrible 
blow to his family. The fire department de- 
serves much credit because of its successful 
efforts in subduing the fire and Mr. Greenleaf 
expresses his satisfaction with the manner in 


It is a difficult matter to save a mill when 
once the fire has reached the loft. The Hol- 
yoke Paper Company, with one exception, is 
the oldest in the city, the mill having been 
built in 1857 at the south end of the second 
level canal. The nominal capital stock is 
$300,000, the number of hands employed is 
280, with a monthly pay roll of $10,000. About 
ten tons of fine writing-paper of all grades is 
produced each day and two machines are in 
use. QO. H. Greenleaf is president and agent 
of the company, O. S. Greenleaf clerk and 
treasurer, and there are five directors. The 
company sold its entire stock of paper saved 
from the fire to Carter, Rice & Co., of Boston, 
Wednesday, for $42,500 and the work of re- 
pairing the building and machinery is now 
going on. 

Chief Engineer Lynch has received two 
checks for $100 each from the Albion and 
Holyoke Paper Companies, which go to the 
Firemen’s Aid Association. Mr. Greenleaf 
sent Chief Lynch a letter which speaks for 
itself. He says: ‘‘It gives us great pleasure 
to hand you this slight testimonial of our grati- 
tude for the very prompt and efficient service 
rendered by the Holyoke fire department in 
extinguishing the fire in our mill Saturday 
night. From all that we can learn, the citizens 
of Holyoke have great reason to be proud of 
their fire department ; and we want to be heard 
from if, at any time, anyone says anything 
against it. Gentlemen, we thank you most 
heartily.”
